Beery  now  and  then  bombers  roar 
oeerbeeMl.  At  earylnc  Interrals  Rus* 
Stan  or  German  shells  are  burstlnc 
rlcht  and  left.  When  thlncs  gnm  too 
hot,  the  people  In  the  cart  Jump  out 
and  throw  themselees  flat  In  the 
ditches  and  fields  until  the  heat  Is 
turned  off  again.  There  are  ten  of 
them,  brother  K.  with  his  wife  and 
two  children,  and  another  family  of 
six.  In  a  ceaseless  stream  of  harassed 
refugees  they  are  carried  along  this 
road  In  Western  Latrla  until  they 
reach  the  sea.  It  Is  the  tragic  autumn 
of  1»44. 

At  Nlepaja  the  human  herds,  driven 
before  the  retreating  Naxls.  are  load* 
ed  into  ships,  like  cattle,  and  trans* 
ported  to  Danslg.  But  there  Is  no  rest 
there  for  hapless  pilgrims.  They  are 
packed  In  trains  and  shipped  to  Loda. 
May  not  some  of  them  still  hare 
strength  enough  td^belp  the  Wehr- 
macht  dig  trenchesT 

Then  the  tide  sweeps  them  on  again 
towards  the  West,  and  brother  K.  and 
his  family  find  themselves  at  last 
behind  the  barbed  wire  of  a  slaving 
camp  in  Berlin. 

When  the  men  are  let  out.  It  is  to 
help  drag  the  dead  from  under  the 
ruins  In  the  doomed  city  and  bury 
them,  or  to  load  ammunition  in  the 
midst  of  bursting  bombs.  Little  food 
gets  through  to  these  helpless  ten 
thousand.  They  grow  weaker  from  day 
,to  day.  The  weak  and  old  die  first. 
^Little  children  die  by  the  hundreds. 

^  Time  and  again  brother  K.  risks 
death  by  climbing  the  fence  when  the 
guards  are  not  looking,  and  brings 
back  some  bread  or  milk  given  him 
by  German  Baptist  friends,  enough  to 
preserve  the  lives  of  his  little  ones. 

Another  wave  of  events  carries  them 
on  to  Thuringia,  and  one  happy  day, 
ofter  a  long  time  of  waiting  and  a 
brief  storm  of  shot  and  shell,  Ameri¬ 
can  tanks  roll  Into  the  street  of  the 
little  Tillage. 

Prom  now  on  our  friends  are  "Dis¬ 
placed  Persons.”  They  cannot  go  back, 
and  they  cannot  go  forward,  so  they 
are  cooped  up  in  a  camp,  pending 
developments.  There  are  scores  and

I  find  It  quite  difficult  to  try  to  say 
what  1  feel  In  my  heart.  The  posittoa 
to  which  you  have  called  me  Is  too

NASHVILLE.  Tenn.  —(BP)—  Bran* 
gelistlc  fires  burned  bristly  across 
the  31-state  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  territory  In  IMS,  and  the  de¬ 
nomination’s  38A33  churches  reported 
313,346  additions  by  baptism  —  the 
largest  number  in  Southern  Baptist 
history. 

Porter  Routh,  statistical  officer,  re¬ 
ported  that  the  number  of  baptisms 
in  IMS  exceeded  the  1M7  total  by 
37, OM.  and  pushed  the  memberdilp 
of  churches  affiliated  with  the  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptist  Convention  to  S.491,- 
Ml.  Southern  Baptists  do  not  accept 
infants  toe  baptism  or  membership. 

Sunday  school  enrollment  Jumped 
more  than  300,000  during  the  year  — 
a  record  in  itself  —  to  bring  the  total 
enrolled  In  weekly  Bible  study  to  4,- 
308A47,  Routh  reported. 

Training  Union  enrollment  was  re¬ 
ported  at  1.07SA3S,  Woman’s  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  enrollment  at  S65.057, 


and  Brotherbocxl  enrollment  at  109,001, 
all  new  high  marks.  A  total  of  1,374,- 
763  were  enrolled  in  the  summer  vacant 
tlon  Bible  schoola 

Gifts  for  an  causes  by  Baptist 
church  members  affiliated  with  the 
Southern  Ckmventloa  reached  $156,- 
606,531,  a  gain  of  $34,443,679  over 
1M7.  Of  this  amount,  $31,750,399  was 
used  for  missions,  education,  and 
benevolences. 

A  total  of  $8,865,790  reached  the  of¬ 
fices  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  Executive  Committee  for  SBC 
causes.  Of  this,  $6,000337  was  dis¬ 
tributed  among  the  cooperative  pro¬ 
gram  causes  on  a  percentage  basis. 

Value  of  church  property  reached 
$450385317,  a  gain  of  $83354365.  Some 
of  this  increase  represents  Increased 
valuatiem.  but  most  of  it  represents 
added  building  during  the  year.  This 
figure  does  not  Include  $125,000300  In¬ 
vested  by  the  denomination  In  educa¬ 
tional  plants,  orphanages  and  hospi¬ 
tals.  but  only  property  owned  by  lo^ 
churches.  Routh  explsdned.

$50,000  Raised  For  Foreign  Missions 

OFFERING  UNPRECEDENTED  BY  LITTLE  ROCK,  FIRST

January  10, 1949,  Little  Rock.  Arkan¬ 
sas— An  offering  of  $50,000  for  foreign 
missions  was  given  by  the  First 
Church,  Little  Rock,  at  sendees  Sun¬ 
day,  January  9,  1949. 

The  church  auditorium  was  packed 
to  capacity  at  the  morning  service. 
Every  feature  of  the  order  of  service 
focused  attention  on  the  big  event  of 
the  hour,  the  offering  for  foreign  mis- 
slona  As  if  to  celebrate  the  victory  as 
already  won,  the  choir  ssmg  the 
anthem.  "Let  Mt.  Zion  Rejoice.”  ’The 
sermon  by  the  Pastor  Dr.  R.  C.  Camp¬ 
bell  on  "Stirred  Hearts”  led  up  to  the 
final  triumph  of  the  offering  Itself. 

An  illumined  world  map.  symbolis¬ 
ing  the  focusing  of  Interest  on  giving 
the  light  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  srorld, 
was  elevated  above  the  table  where 
offerings  were  placed.  / 

When  the  offering  was  called  for. 
the  response  was  Immediate  and  spon¬ 
taneous,  though  orderly  and  without 
confusion.  Eyes  were  dimmed  by  tears 
as  a  wave  of  profound  emotion  swept 
over  the  audience,  and  many  testi¬ 
fied  that  it  was  the  most  dynamic  and 
coul-sUrring  Christian  service  they 
had  ever  experienced. 

A  significant  feature  of  this  un¬ 
precedented  offering  for  foreign  mis¬ 
sions  is  that  It  includes  a  tithe  of  the 
chinch’s  building  fund,  amounting  to 
$i,4M.  The  balance  of  the  $50300  of¬ 


fering  was  made  op  by  voluntary  con¬ 
tributions

The  movement  was  started  by  a 
laymen  who  had  planned  to  be  a 
medical  foreign  missionary,  but  a 
physical  handicap  prevented  his  carry¬ 
ing  out  this  plan.  He  asked  for  a 
conference  with  his  pastor,  and  told 
him  of  his  Intense  Interest  In  for¬ 
eign  missions. 

He  affirmed  his  conviction  that  his 
church  In  paoticoiar  and  Southern 
Baptists  In  general  were  not  sup¬ 
porting  foreign  missions  to  a  degree 
commensurate  with  their  ability  or 
with  the  missionary  opportunities  of 
the  world.  He  asked  his  pastor  if  he 
agreed  with  him  In  this  estimate.  Dr. 
Campbell  assured  him  that  he  did. 

Whereupon,  this  layman  made  the 
startling  proposal  that  the  First 
Church,  of  which  he  is  a  member, 
undertake  to  raise  a  worthy  over-and- 
above  offering  for  foreign  missions, 
and  he  proposed  to  give  $10, (XX). 

After  much  prayer  and  earnest 
thought  the  Idea  was  presented  to  the 
Deacons.  The  sheer  wonder  and  chal¬ 
lenge  of  the  proposal  melted  the 
hearts  of  the  deacons. 

It  was  decided  to  present  the  pro¬ 
position  to  the  church  at  prayer  meet- 
.  Ing.  ’The  church  approved  the  poposal 
to  chaOenge  its  members  to  make  a 
worthy  and  sacriflcal  contribution  to 
foreign  missions  above  their  regular

He  would 
arrange  that  she  should  visit  the  pas¬ 
tor's  home  the  next  day.  As  she  rose 
from  her  prayer,  the  telejdtone  rang. 
It  was  the  pastor's  wife  inviting  her  to 
bmch  the  next  day.  She  gave  the  dia- 
aK>f^-s4ng. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  First 
Baptist  Church.  Little  Rock,  supports 
liberally  all  causes  of  the  denomina¬ 
tion.  The  church  is  also  In  a  buDding 
program  and  has  only  $75,000  in  hazul 
for  the  constrocUon  of  an  educational 
building  estimated  to  cost  $300,000. 
Moreover,  the  First  Church  is  not  a 
wealthy  church. 

Here  Is  eoi^nsive  proof  that  foreign 
missions  win  not  weaken  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program;  on  the  contrary,  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program  wfll  be  strengthen¬ 
ed  In  proportion  to  our  Increased  sup¬ 
port  of  foreign  mtoslon.'i  This  church, 
which  is  giving  glOJXM  more  to  the 
Co-operative  Program  any  other 
^urch  In  the  State,  has  initiated  a 
movement  for  larger  support  for  for¬ 
eign  missions.  No  church  which 
lannches  such  a  movement  will  ever 
neglect  the  home  upon  which 

the  foreign  mission  enterprise  de¬ 
pends.

Thb  offering  b  a^ed  es’idence 
that  we  are  but  touching  tbe  bem 
of  the  garment  for  foreign  mb- 
aions.  We  need  to  face  squarely  tbe 
fact  that  Southern  Baptbts,  aver¬ 
aging  only  about  70  cents  per 
capita  for  foreign  missions,  can¬ 
not  meet  the  needs  of  thb  dcstiny- 
ladened  hour. 

Concerning  thb  mountain  top 
experience.  Dr.  R.  d  Cani|)bell, 
pastor  of  the  First  church,  IJttle 
Rock,  said: 

*niie  conviction  has  grown 
on  us  that  if  the  six  million 
members  of  the  Commiinbt 
party  in  Russia  can  extend  the 
kingdom  of  Communism  to 
cover  more  than  half  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  tbe  world  in  a  short 
tinte,  that  six  and  one-fourth 
million  Southern  Baptbts,  if 
alerted  and  cliallenged  to  a 
militant  conquest  of  a  lost 
world  for  Christ,  can  extend 
Hb  Kingdom  over  the  face  of 
the  entire  world.  Communists 
are  seeking  to  destroy  the 
Bible,  churches,  every  vestige 
-  of  (2iristbnity.  They  regard 
religion  as  Enemy  Number 
One.  If  they  can  mililantly, 
aggressively,  doggedly  seek  to 
destroy  the  Bible  and  Chria- 
tbnity,  should  not  (Tvislbn- 
ity  seek  sacrificially  to  give 
the  Bible,  with  its  message,  to 
the  whole  word? 

"W>  are  capable  of,  and  are 
under  bounden  obligation  to 
aend  an  army  of  mbaionaries 
to  the  nations  who  know  not 
our  Savior.  Christ,  not  d>m- 
munbm,  b  the  answer  to  the 
world’s  needs.  Christ,  and 
(Christ  alone,  b  the  one  lM)pe

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Deacons  Are  Human 

There  are  two  kinds  of  jokes 
that  we  thoroughly  dislike,  the 
niother-iu-law  joke  and  tlie  juke 
that  belittles  deacons. 

As  pastor  and  as  stale  workers 
we  have  had  dealings  with  many 
deacons.  None  of  them  were  per¬ 
fect,  some  less  perfect  than  others. 
But  as  a  class  we  will  put  tbe  dea¬ 
cons  against  any  other  class  to  be 
foun«L  Often  w  h>  n  others  are 
sound  asleep,  the  deacons  are  meet¬ 
ing  to  plan  for  a  better  program 
or  to  ^vise  plans  for  paying  a 
burdening  debt  or  bow  to  help  the 
pastor.  Hardly  a  public  prayer  b 
made  in  our  churches  that  does  not 
include  a  plea  for  the  pa.%tor  but 
seldom  are  tbe  deacons  included  in 
our  paryers. 

Just  as  pastors  and  people  need 
prayer  and  plenty  of  it,  so  do  our 
deacons.  The  most  of  them  are 
eonsecrated,  faithful,  hard-work¬ 
ing.  ISieral,  Christbn  men,  deserv- 
mg  of  our  best  support. 

Recently  I>r.  Marv^  T.  >Muil- 
ley,  pastor  of  the  St.  (.harles  Ave¬ 
nue  church.  New  Orleans  wrote  an 
article  with  the  same  title  as  this 
editorial.  It  expresses  our  aenti- 
naents  oonceming  deacons  and  u 
therefore  reprmloced  be4ow: 

Deacons  are  human.  A  good  deal 
b  being  said  and  written  about  dea¬ 
cons  at  the  present  time,  most  of 
which.  I  regret  to  say.  b  more  or 
less  uncomplimentary.  Why  theae 
D>en  should  be  subjected  to  ao 
much  critical  examination  and 
treatment  as  a  cla.ss.  1  am  not  able 
to  understand.  Most  deacons  are 
honorable  men.  Many  of  them  are 
hard  working  and  faithful.  Some 
are  outstanding  examples  of  the 
finer  graces  of  Christian  Ibing. 
and  the  churches  have  profited  and 
are  profiting  by  their  fidelity. 

Deacons  arc  haasan,  and  tbere- 
fare  abaalate  pcrfectiaa  b  aat  to  ha 
expected  ar  required  of  them.  They 
are  representative  of  the  rhurrhes, 
and  if  auworUiy  men  have  aaam- 
times  been  ehoaen  for  thb  efflee. 
it  ta  the  faah  of  the  eharrh  making 
the  choice.  Where  there  b  aat- 
standing  anworthinesa.  it  Is  aMo- 
gethcr  poaaibb  that  there  will  be 
aome  characteristic  of  the  church 
af  wkick  it  will  be  typbaL  Tkc 
solution  of  the  problem  would 
aeem  to  be  a  higher  eoncoptlon  af 
apirilaal  living  an  the  part  af  tkc 
entire  .cbarck  and  a  tbaraugh-go- 
hig  reeowseeraUon  to  Ha  high  aad 
holy  purposes. 

I>eacons  are  human.  Thai  b  to 
aay  they  are  apt  to  err.  They  should 
reoKxe  that  being  a  deaeon,  or  a 
minbler.  does  not  necessarily  ifn- 


ply  soundneas  of  judgement  or 
reaooanhIeMaa  af  dispoaUfam,  Only 
thaac  who  realtor  ttietr  limitations 
as  men  aad  are  Beebiag  to  improve 
the  quality  of  their  living  are 
worthy  of  either  of  these  exalted 
offices  in  the  church. 

Deacons  are  human,  lliey  have 
fadings  like  other  men.  It  to  very 
regretahle  that  they  are  aoiiictimes 
subjected  to  unmerited  and 
thoughtless  criticism  by  those 
whom  Uicy  are  trying  to  serve. 
Preachers  ought  to  know  all  about 
this,  and  should  attempt  to  dis¬ 
courage  the  harsh  and  reckless  at¬ 
titudes  suiiictinirs  sliown  toward 
tiiesc  church  offirers. 

Denoooa  are  human  and  some 
deacons  are  inclined  to  be  arto- 
tray  and  unrrast>nable,  but  not 
moat  of  tbrm. 

Deacons  arc  human,  and  there¬ 
fore  they  should  not  be  continued 
todeflnitdy  to  an  office  where  H 
may  become  difficult  after  a  few 
years  to  view  Urings  to  proper  per- 
apccUvc.  The  obvious  answer  to 
(he  aahition  of  the  average  deacon 
proMem  to  a  Baptist  churrb  to 
the  system  of  rotation,  whereby  a 
given  BUBsber  of  bmo  b  elected 
and  an  equal  number  retired  each 
year,  with  a  standing  aad  umaHer- 
able  provbioa  that  ao  man  can 
aacceed  himself  after  oervtog  hb 
regabr  term  aatil  eae  year  haa 
elapsed. 

-  A  man  who  has  not  ’’used  the 
office.  .  .  wrIP  will  not  be  con¬ 
sidered  for  re-election.  5ioine  wfll 
ssk  not  to  be  recalled.  New  and 
better  qualified  men  will  some¬ 
times  be  ax-aibble;  and.  all  in  all, 
there  arc  so  many  advantages  and 
so  few  disadvantages  to  the  plan 
that  it  seems  strange  that  more 
diiirrhes  have  not  adopted  it. 

Deacons  are  hunuin.  as  b  .shown 
sometimea  when  a  church  at¬ 
tempts  to  introduce  thb  pbn  simI 
Opposition  appears  among  dea¬ 
cons  who  are  apt  lo  be  affected. 
Many  and  varied  naay  be  the  mo¬ 
tives  of  such  opposition,  hut  na- 
nally  quiet  and  prayerful  persb- 
tanoe  on  the  part  of  those  who 
favor  the  phn  will  result  in  its 
adoption. 

Brellireo.  Irl’s  try  to  love  ami 
In  understand  our  deacons,  thb  b 
better  than  unbrotheriiness  any- 
tinte;  and  to  *Tionor  Uiem  for  lliclr 
works*  sake.**  fjet  the  church  mem¬ 
ber  or  the  pastor  who  b  tempted 
to  find  fault  took  first  at  hb  own 
life.

My  thesis  is  that  tobacco  reduces 
Its  user’s  effleleney,  leasefis  his  hap¬ 
piness  and  osef  olneas.  Impairs  his 
health,  shortens  Ms  life,  displeases 
Ood  and  In  no  case  does  him  any  good. 

There  are  no  corporations  more  con¬ 
cerned  about  what  impairs  health  and 
endangers  Ures  than  insurance  com¬ 
panies;  and  Tery  Ukety  no  other  groups 
can  speak  more  anthorltatirely  thsus 
they  do.  The  New  England  Life  In¬ 
surance  Compimy  published  in  1911 
the  following  data  from  180.000  policy¬ 
holders.  corertng  60  years;  where  the 
maximum  of  expected  deaths  was  100, 
of  tobacco  abstainers  only  89  died,  of 
rare  users  only  T1  died,  of  temperate 
users  only  84  died,  and  of  moderate 
users  93  died.  Excessive  users  were 
not  accepted  by  the  company. 

Charles  F.  Emerson.  Secretary  of 
Dartmouth  College  made  a  statistical 
record  of  the  students  attending  that 
college  since  1868;  quote  “The  aver¬ 
age  age  of  death  for  those  who  used 
tobacco  in  college  is  49  years  and 
nine  months  while  for  those  who  did 
not  use  tobacco  is  59  years  aind  4 
months  or  nearly  ten  years  in  favor 
of  the  non-user.’  This  is  pretty  strong 
evidence  against  tobacco  using.. 

Dr.  Hammond  of  Baltimore  said: 
“As  a  physician  of  forty  year's  prac¬ 
tice,  I  give  as  my  decided  opinion  that 
tobacco  has  killed  ten  men  where 
whiskey  has  killed  one." 

Dr.  Matthew  Woods,  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  said:  “We  positively  know  that 
tobbaco  causes  heart  diseases,  diseases 
of  nerves  and  mucuous  membrane, 
and  that  It  diminishes  the  possibility 
of  recovery  from  any  disease". 

Tobacco  is  a  killer  and  only  a  killer. 
How  can  It  be  any  thing  else  since  its 
smoke  ctmtains  19  of  the  deadliest 
poisons  we  have  and  not  even  a  trace 
of  food  or  medicine? 

The  nndings  of  Dr.  Pearl  of  Johns 
HopUns.  University  and  the  research 
workers  of  the  Mayo  Foundation  rtiow 
conclusively  that  tobacco  reduces  the 
efficiency,  injures  the  health,  maim- 
Ipg.  and  even  killing  many  thousands 
of  Americans  every  year.  When  wa 
realiae  that  more  than  fifty  per  cent 
of  adult  of  this  country  smoke 

to  excess  and  that  according  to  the 
reliable  and  unquestioned  statistics  of 
Dr.  Pearl,  nearly  40.000  <rf  every  100.- 
000  heavy  smokers  In  this  country  dia 
between  the  ages  of  30  and  50. 

The  Mayo  Foundatton  shows  that* 
coronary  disea.ve  of  the  heart  is  Bk 
times  as  prevalent  among  heavy 
smokers  as  among  non-smokers  and 
that  the  mortality  rate  of  heavy  smok¬ 
ers,  between  the  ages  of  thirty  and 
fifty,  is  apparently  twice  as  high  aa 
non-smokera  —  B.  L.  Woods,  M.  D. 


JUDGE  BARS  STATE  AID 
FOR  CHURCH  HOSPITALS 

FRANKFORT,  Kj.  —  (RN8»—  A 
Kentucky  circuit  judge  has  barred 
state  aid  for  church-backed  or  other 
provate  hospitals. 

If  upheld  by  the  Court, 
the  ruling  will  wipe  out  $190:000 
allocated  to  three  hospitals  under  a 
1948  Legislature  Act. 

Circuit  Judge  W.  B.  Ardqry  ruled 
that  the  State  Constitution  bars  use 
of  state  tax  money  to  aid  Institutions 
the  state  neither  owns  nor  eontrola 
He  cited  also  a  constitution  ban 
against  aiding  rtiigious  organi- 

Institutlons  which  had  been  al¬ 
located  aid  by  the  SUte  Building 
Commission  under  the  1948  Act  are: 

Our  Lady  of  Pesice,  Louisville  Cathn- 
bc  institution,  allocated  $130,000  by 
the  state  for  a  proposed  108-bed  hos¬ 
pital  fbr  intensive  mental  treatment. 

Norton  Infirmary  Louisville  Episco¬ 
pal  institution,  allocated  $60,000  for  its 
131 -bed  psychiatric  addition. 

Hayswood  Hospital,  non -denomina¬ 
tional  institution  at  MaysviUe,  Ky.. 
allocated  $10,000  for  adding  a  floor  to 
its  public  facilities. 

Other  institutions  which  have 
soi^t  aid  include  the  $3,500,800  Me- 
thodist-BvangHical  HospitaL  Louis- 
vlUe.  and  Methodist  Hospital  at  Ptke- 
ville.

Reaffirmation  of  the  Xxecutlvu 
committee's  tnterpretation  of  the 
O0unell*B  stand  on  the  deity  of  Christ 
was  likewise  heartening  to  some  evan- 
gcttsala  The  heroic  stand  of  delegates 
sf  the  Reformed  Church  In  America 
OR  this  theological  Issue  warmed  our 
hearta  THS  RCA  has  had  Its  doubts 
about  the  POCAb  theology  for  some 
ttme.  Its  last  Synod  voted  to  remain 
hi  the  organisation  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  Its  representatives  would 
seek  to  secure  further  assurance  on 
doctrine.  When  the  smooth  running 
machinery  at  Cincinnati  was  sudden¬ 
ly  stopped  by  an  RCA  delegate  de¬ 
manding  a  reaffirmation  of  the  deity 
ef  Christ,  the  “fear  of  the  Lord*  was 
upon  the  assembly.  But  the  fear  and 
Rumbling  did  not  last  long.  The  suave, 
capable  and  Ingenious  general  secre¬ 
tary  ef  the  Council,  Dr.  Samuel  Me- 
Gtua  CUvert,  was  on  his  feet  with  an 
etd  document  It  had  been  drafted 
five  years  ago  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  was  at  that  time  generally 
satisfactory  to  “liberal’*  and  “ortho¬ 
dox*  alike.  This  was  hnniedly  rcaf- 
flnned.  But  the  RCA  delegates  were 
not  yet  satisfied.  It  was  proposed  that 
the  Interpretation  be  made  a  part  of 
the  eonsUtutlon  of  the  Council  and 
Ms  afflnnatloo  a  prerequisite  of  mem- 
berkblp. 

Again  the  “fear  of  the  Lord"  was 
ki  the  hearts  of  aU.  Undb  rthe  terms 
of  the  constitution  any  changes  or 
amendments  must  be  considered  by 
the  Council's  consUtuent  churches  be¬ 
fore  final  action.  Imagine  how  Bishop 
Oxnam  and  his  “liberal*  brethren  toi 
the  Methodist  house  of  bishops  m?st 
have  felt!  to  raise  such  an  Ivoe  of 
Christian  doctrine  In  the  denomina- 
tloos  now  eontroDed  by  “liberals* 
would  have  been  devastating.  A  virtual 
theologleal  war  would  have  been  de¬ 
clared  that  could  have  spilt  them  to 
smHbereena  Some  expert  In  parlia¬ 
mentary  procedure  moved  that  the 
motion  be  laid  on  the  table.  And  It 
wua  As  matters  now  stand  the  FOCCA 
M  DO  more  orthorox  than  It  was  Ore 
yean  ago  and  everybody  knows  how 
orthodox  It  was  then. 

In  this  connection  it  Is  interesting 
to  note  that  two  new  churches  were 
received  into  membership  at  Cin¬ 
cinnati;  The  Rellgloos  Society  of 
Friends  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Ro¬ 
manian  Orthodox  Churelvof  America.

IMS  issue  of  Sactal 
Action  News  Letter  thb  arriter  called 
attention  to  the  porgea  then  gotog  on 
to  a  number  of  unions  belonging  to 
the  Congress  of  Industrial  Organiza¬ 
tions,  directed,  ostensibly,  at  Commun¬ 
ist  leadership.  The  article  pointed  out 
that  while  no  doubt  Communists  had 
Infiltrated  certain  unions,  there  seem¬ 
ed  to  be  evidence  that  the  crusade  was 
being  sparked  by  Catholics  both  aritb- 
in  and  arlthout  the  unions  who  were 
using  the  Communist  threat  as  cloak 
under  which  to  get  control  of  the 
movemenL  Attention  eras  called  to 
this  connection  to  an  article  arritten 
by  James  Higgina  for  the  New  ftepah- 
lie  (October  20.  1M7)  describtog  the 
growing  Influence  of  tbe  Asaoctatlota 
of  Catholic  Trades  Unionists  (ACTU). 
which  has  strong  juriestly  leadership 
and  which  spectalizM  to  tralntog 
Catholic  worken  for  labor  union  lead- 
erdtip.  Htggiim  declared  that  ACTU 
waa  exereistog  great  toftoence  noi 
only  to  local  groups,  but  also  over 
certain  high  offUcals  of  the  nationnl 
CIO. 

"Evidence  eonttouea  to  pOe  up  that 
tbe  Anti-Communlat  eraaade  within 
the  CIO  is  not  diieeted  ezeluslTdy 
against  Communista  (whose  disruptive 
and  destreetive  tactics  make  them  le- 
giUmate  targets),  but  also  against  all 
liberal  leaden  within  the  govement.

Writing  about  the  gift.  Editor  B.  H. 

Duncan  of  the  Arkansas  Baptist  said:

The  Foreign  Missions  Conference  of 
North  America  has  voted  against 
merging  with  the  National  Ckranefl 
of  Churches  and  will  remain  what  1$ 
has  been  through  all  the  years  of  tU 
existence— a  cmiference  organisation. 
The  decision  was  made  at  a  meeting. 
January  4-7‘at  Buck  HiU  Falls.  Penn- 
sylvaitla. 

The  proposal  "that  the  Foreign  Mls- 
sloiu  Conference  of  North  America 
agrees  to  become  one  of  the  constitu¬ 
ting  agencies  of  the  National  Council 
of  Churches  of  Christ  In  the  U.  8.  A. 
and  to  beccxne  the  Division  of  Foreign 
MlssicHU  thereof."  not  only  failed  to 
win  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote,  but 
fell  short  of  a  simple  majority,  tho 
vote  going  51  for  to  63  against. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  had 
signified  that  it  would  be  compelled  to 
withdraw  fnnn  the  organisation  if  the 
merger  took  place.  Other  groups  would 
likewise  have  found  it  expedient  to 
sever  relations  with  the  merger  or- 
gantoatkm.

The  beauty  of  the  Advance  Program 
to  that  In  order  to  extend  foreign  mis¬ 
sions  the  whole  Southwlde  program 
must  be  extended.  Secretary  Rankin 
told  local  members  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  wbo  held  *their  regular 
monthly  session  January  13  at  the 
Richmond  office. 

Dr.  Rankin  reviewed  In  brief  the 
Co-operative  Program  plan  to  be  pre- 
aent^  for  approval  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  meeting  In  Okla¬ 
homa  City  in  May.  The  plan  to  for 
the  raising  of  $10,000,000  In  distribu¬ 
table  funds  for  the  Southwlde  Co¬ 
operative  Program  in  1950.

secretary  of  the  United  Christian  MU- 
slonary  Society  of  the  Disciples  of 
Christ,  told  the  55th  annual  meeting 
here  of  the  Foreign  Missions  Confer- 
enee  of  North  America. 

Dr.'  Higdon  attributed  the  high 
“mortality"  rate  Urgely  to  the  fact 
that  many  volunteers  respond  for 
emotional  reasons. 

"Too  many  volunteers  are  motivated 
superficially,"  he  said.  “Quite  often 
emotion  plays  too  prominent  a  part 
In  the  decision  to  become  mUslon- 


artea" 

The  dlfflculUee  of  living  in  a  for¬ 
eign  country,  m  eald,  also  explained 
why  eo  many  irolunteere  dropped  out 
of  mUlsonary  work. 

As  a  means  of  reducing  the  "mor¬ 
tality"  rate.  Dr.  Higdon  recommended 
that  every  volunteer  be  Interviewed  by 
a  psychologist. 

"Many  times  a  psychologist  can  rind 
out  more  about  the  candidate 
the  board  of  recruitment  officers.”  he 
said.

BAPTISTS  GET  PERMITS 
FOR  FM  STATIONS 

DALLAS,  Tex.  —(RMS)—  Construc¬ 
tion  perwilU  for  two  proposed  FM  ra¬ 
dio  stations  being  promoted  by  the 
Baptist  Oeneral  fkmvenUon  of  Texas 
have  been  granted  by  the  Federal 
Communications  ConunlsMon,  It  was 
announced  here.
